The  events  which  occurred  in  the  city  of 
Pernambuco  last  week,  should  call  public 
attention  to  another  source  of  disorder  and 
danger  which  can  not  be  met  too  quickly, 
It  is  not  only  the  dictator  and  military 
aggression  that  the  people  have,  to  fear'* 
there  is  quite  as  much  peril  to  themselves 
and  to  the  couniry  in  their  own  misguided 
zeal  ami  mistaken  ideas.  A  republican 
official  can  be  just  :is  tyrannical  as  a  monar- 
chist, and  not  infrequently  there  is  more  to 
be  fearetiilrdjm  his  exactions  than  from  the 
representative  of  a  monarch.  In  Pernambuco, 
the  municipal  government  seems  to  have 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  a  party  of  unscrupu- 
lous demagogues,  who  have  determined  to 
enforce  llidii  arbitrary  exactions  upon  the 
people  in  spite  oi  protest  ami  of  determined 
opposition.*  ,  According  to  tlie  mean-re 
reports  tluisTar  received,  they  have  not  only 
enacted  oppressive  and  irritating  taxes  upon 
the  people,  but  they  have  tried  to  enforce 
them  against  the  small  tradesmen  in  a 
manner  that  could  not  fail  to  excite  bitter 
resentment.  Taxtion  is  already  excessively 
high  and  shamefully  unequal  in  its  eftects. 
Besides  this,  the  masses  are  suffering  many 
privations  because  of  the  depreciation  in  the 
currency  am]  the  crisis  which  exists  in  com- 
merce and  industry.  It  has  become  difficult 
for  them  to  meet  the  costs  of  even  the  hum- 
blest living,  and  they  are  naturally  feeling 
aggrieved  against  those  who  are  responsible 
for  the  situation.  Even  were  it  necessary 
to  impose  additional  taxation,  the  choice  of 
so  critical  a  time  and  tlie  purpose  to  compel 
the  small  tradesmen  and  poor  marketmen 
to  bear  an  additional  share  of  it,  was  a  very 
serious  mistake.  Judging  from  what  we 
have  seen  in  other  places,  the  exactions  of 
the  Pernambuco  aldermen  was  well  calcu- 
lated to  arouse  a  stubborn  opposition.  We 
have  seen  most  unequal  and  burdensome 
taxes  levied  by  municipal  councils  upon  the 
meanest  stalls  for  the  sale  of  fruits  and 
vegetables,  taxes  even  higher  than  those 
imposed  upon  pretentious  shops  and  offices, 
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or  upon  occupations  which  cut  well  afford 
to  pay  higher  taxes.  We  have  seei)  these 
municipal  taxes  so  discriminated  and  mul- 
tiplied that  a  small  village  grocery,  or 
venda,  finds  it  most  difficult  to  save  enough 
for  the  tax-gatherer.  And  in  these  same 
places  we  have  seen  the  people  put  to  the 
greatest  inconvenience  and  expense  to  obtain 
necessities  for  llie  table  because  of  the  petty 
restrictions  placed  upon  the  humble  pro- 
ducers and  dealers  who  have  hitherto  been 
permitted  to  sell  from  door  to  door.  It 
was  this  spirit  of  petty  tyranny  and  irrita- 
ting restriction,  together  with  the  new  bur- 
dens of  taxation,  which  aroused  resistance 
and  disorder  in  Pernambuco,  and  if  not 
soon  checked  the  same  abuses  will  some  day 
plunge  the  whole  country  into  a  hopeless 
anarchy. 


The  immediate  remedy  for  these  abuses 
on  the  part  of  state  and  municipal  govern- 
ments is  naturally  that  of  restricted  powers. 
The  national  government  must  clearly  define 
the  powers  of  the  slates  and  hold  them 
rigidly  to  their  duty.  There  will  then  be  no 
illegal  taxation  on  imports,  such  as  was 
imposed  in  Rio  Grande  do  Norte  the  other 
day,  no  injust  burdens  upon  the  people 
which  operate  to  their  disadvantage,  and  no 
complications  in  commerce,  industry  and 
finance  caused  by  financial  experiments  on 
the  part  of  ovcr-zeaious  state  legislators. 
Then,  within  its  own  sphere,  the  state 
government  must  clearly  define  the  powers 
and  attributes  of  the  municipalities,  limiting 
their  authority  to  impose  taxes,  to  contract 
debts,  to  expend  public  money  and  to 
restrict  trade  and  industry.  The  natural 
protector  of  the  people  should  be  the  courts, 
but  the  law  must  render  their  action  possible 
and  certain  by  a  clear  definition  of  the 
rights  of  persons  and  property,  and  of  the 
limitations  of  local  authority.  There  must 
be  one  uniform  law,  and  one  common 
interpretation  of  it,  so  that  the  people  may 
know  clearly  what  their  rights  and  privileges 
are.  In  one  state,  a  municipality  has 
assumed  the  right  to  grant  an  exclusive 
industrial  privilege,  all  tile  states  have  done 
the  same,  and  the  national  government  still 
exercises  the  same  power.  Think  of  the 
conflict  of  authority  that  may  exist  in  one 
little  town  in  such  an  unsettled  state  of  affairs, 
These  three  powers  are  also  imposing 
separate  taxes  on  imports,  exports,  and 
occupations.  The  national  government 
enforces  a  stamp  tax  on  every  kind  and 
description  of  business  transaction,  and  in 
many  states  another  similar  tax  in  enforced 
for  the  benefit  of  the  state.  In  some  places 
it  is  necessary  to  deal  with  two  sets  of 
officials,  not  infrequently  having  diverse 
interests,  and  to  pay  two  separate  but  similar 
taxes.  And  in  many  a  case  already,  both  the 
state  and  national  governments  have  claimed 
the  tax,  to  the  embarrassment  and  prejudice 
of  the  individual  whose  only  object  was  to 
close  the  business  and  go  his  own  way. 
These  arc  but  a  few  of  the  instances  where 
conflicts  exist  between  the  separate  branches 
of  government,  and  where  subordinate 
authorities  are  assuming  powers  which  ought 
never  to  be  conceded  to  them.  We  are  not 
sure  that  the  governor  of  Pernambuco  has 
any  legal  authority  to  suspend  on  obnoxious 
municipal  law,  but  it  was  certainly  the  best 
step  to  take.  It  is  a  dangerous  power  to 
leave  in  the  hands  of  an  executive,  but  as 
long  as  the  law  does  not  place  definite 
limitations  upon  local  governments  and 
until  the  courts  are  properly  organised  for 
the  consideration  of  cases  involving  abuse 
and  excess  of  authority,  tiiere  is  evidently  no 
other  remedy.  This  check,  however,  im- 
plies a  conflict  of  authority  such  as  may  be 
seen  now  in  Pernambuco,  and  this  implies, 
also,  violence  and  disorder,  and  an  eventual 
intervention  of  the  national  government  by 
means  of  its  military  force.  All  these  are 
dangerous  possibilities,  and  are  just  so 
many  obstacles  to  the  orderly  development 
of  self-government  and  free  institutions. 
Look  at  it  as  we  may,  the  problem  has 
but  one  solution — the  immediate  adoption 
of  laws  defining  the  powers  of  states  and 
municipalities,  the  authority  of  officials,  the 
competence  of  courts,  the  rights  and  privil- 
eges of  individuals,  and  the  remedies  and 
penalties  ibr  every  abuse  of  authority. 


The  renewal  of  military  disorders  in  thii 
city,  as  manifested  by  the  savage  raid  of 
artillery  soldiers  in  the  Praia  Formosa 
district  on  Sunday  afternoon,  demands  a 
prompt  remedy,  and  it  should  be  the  first 
duty  of  the  authorities  and  people  of  this 
city  to  see  that  the  measures  adopted  arc 
vigorous  and  adequate  to  prevent  any  further 


aggressions  of  that  character.  If  the  people 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  have  a  particle  of  manhood 
in  them,  they  will  not  submit  to  these 
outrages  one  moment  longer.  They  have 
submitted  to  every  kind  of  indignity  and 
humiliation,  aiul  they  have  again  and  again 
yielded  their  streets  to  the  savage  raids  of 
these  drunken  ruffians  who  call  themselves 
soldiers,  but  whose  officers  sometimes  des- 
cribe them  as  (he  patriotic  guardians  of 
peace  and  public  order.  In  reality,  however, 
they  are  the  exponents  of  everything  crimi- 
nal and  disorderly.  They  are  continually 
reported  for  robberies  and  burglaries,  for 
assaults  and  assassinations.  Their  presence 
is  a  standing  menace  to  life,  properly  and 
good  order.  It  is  time,  in  our  opinion, 
for  the  people  .■  demand  the  removal  of 
these  men  from  the  city.  Let  them  be 
kept  at  Campo  Grande,  or  even  farther 
away,  where  their  insubordination  and 
savage  lusts  will  not  he  a  source  of  constant 
danger  to  the  people  who  have  no  taste  for 
their  vicious  pleasantries.  This  ought  to 
hea  civilized  and  orderly  community,  but  it 
never  will  be  as  long  as  such  an  undisciplined 
body  of  men  is  garrisoned  here. 


The  continued  emigration  of  Italian, 
i.iborers  from  the  country  is  beginning  to 
look  serious.  The  planters  are  already 
showing  anxiety,  and  are  in  many  places 
warmly  advocating  Chinese  labor.  What) 
they  will  do  to  prevent  the  coolie  from 
running  away  from  bad  treatment  does  not 
transpire,  but  il  is  quite  evident  that  a  law 
authorizing  the  introduction  of  Asiatics  will 
very  speedily  be  followed  by  labor  contract 
laws  similar  to  those  by  which  the  planters 
once  tried  to  transform  the  European  colo- 
nists to  the  condition  of  slaves.  Bad  as 
the  outlook  is  on  account  of  the  emigration 
of  laborers,  it  is  even  worse  in  the  outlook 
for  the  future,  with  an  alien  race  fixed  in 
the  country  in  a  semi-servile  condition. 
The  inability  of  Brazilians  to  see  the  situa- 
tion in  its  true  light  is  simply  inexplicable. 
The  Chinese  may  turn  out  to  be  profitable 
laborers  for  the  planter,  but  as  a  demor- 
alizing and  degrading  element  they  can  not 
fail  to  do  infinite  harm.  If  they  come  in 
large  numbers,  the  native  laboring  element 
will  be  either  hopelessly  crowded  out,  or 
degraded  to  the  level  of  the  yellow  slave. 
Were  the  Brazilian  planters  really  patriotic, 
they  would  never  tliink  of  forcing  such  ak 
alternative.  The  real  element  of  strength 
in  every  country  is  to  be  found  in  its  lower 
andmiddie  classes;  the  more  intelligent 
and  prosperous  they  arc,  the  stronger  and 
more  progressive  will  the  country  be.  In 
Brazil  the  Chinese  laborer  will  simply  render 
it  impossible  to  do  any  thing  for  the  native 
white  and  black  laborers  of  the  country. 
Still  further,  they  will  very  soon  check  the 
flow  of  Kuropean  emigration  into  the 
country,  from  which  the  best  results  are  to 
be  anticipated.  In  our  opinion  the  first 
duty  of  every  patriotic  Brazilian  is  to  provide 
for  the  well-being  of  his  own  countrymen  ; 
that  done,  then  his  second  duty  is  to  provide 
for  the  acquisition  of  immigrant  laborers 
who  will  develop  into  good  citizens.  If  he 
ignores  both  of  these  duties,  merely  to  acquire 
a  class  ol  laborers  who  can  be  driven  like 
slaves,  he  is  doing  what  the  worst  foreign 
enemy  of  his  country  could  never  accomplish 
— he  is  preparing  to  impoverish  and  de- 
grade his  own  countrymen  and  to  ruin  them 
all  for  his  own  private  advantage. 


While  we  do  not  contest  the  position 
taken  by  the  minister  of  agriculture  and 
others  in  regard  to  claims  of  the  Sao  Paulo 
Railway  Co.  against  competing  lines  to 
Santos,  we  find  it  impossible  to  accept  some 
of  the  reasons  advanced  in  his  letter  to  the 
Jornal  do  Commercio  of  the  12th.  The 
purpose  of  the  English  company  to  close 
the  port  of  Santos  1.0  II  competitors  is 
a  mistake,  and  it  is  a  still  more  serious 
mistake  to  insist  '.  pon  it  so  stubbornly  at 
this  time.  We  must  also  blame  the  min- 
ister for  forcing  the  issue  in  the  new  con- 
tract, for  it  was  neither  necessary,  timely, 
nor  politic.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  an  error 
for  an  executive  department  to  compel  such 
settlements,  and  especially  so  as  conditions 
to  new  contracts.  It  is  an  unfair  and  un- 
just advantage  to  take  of  the  other  parly. 
While  we  do  not  support  the  English  com- 
pany's position,  we  desire  to  see  them 
granted  fair  play  in  every  particular,  and 
they  should  be  permitted  the  fullest  recourse 
to  the  courts,  or  to  arbitration.  Forcing 
an  interpretation  of  the  old  contract  which 
this  company  considers  a  violation  of  its 
privilege,  as  an  essential  condition  in  a  new 
contract  for  extensions  so  urgently   needed,. 


is  clearly  unjust  and  contrary  to  good  policy. 
Still  further,  it  is  prejudicial  to  public 
interests,  for  it  defers  a  much  needed  public 
work  for  at  feast  four  or  five  years,  even 
supposing  competing  lines  can  be  built, 
As  for  the  "favors"  which  the  minister 
claims  to  have  granted— are  they  favors  in 
any  particular?  It  is  surely  no  favor  to  permit 
a  company  to  invest  money  in  the  dupli- 
cutcn  cf  its  lines  j  it  is  no  favor  to  guar- 
antee ils  legitimate  enjoyment  of  such  an 
investment  for  the  short  period  of'20  years  ; 
and  it  is  even  less  a  favor  to  allow  il  suit- 
able lime  for  surveys  and  construction. 
These  nre  essential  features  of  am-  such 
work.  Nor  is  the  minister's  concluding 
illustration  fair.  The  English  company  is 
not  protesting  against  converging  lines,  but 
against  lines  starting  from  points  beyond 
Jundialiy  and  reaching  Santos  by  keeping 
outside  its  guaranteed  zone.  Technically 
such  lines  will  not  be  "  parallel,  "  but  prac- 
tically ihey  would  certainly  be  so.  While 
we  do  not  think  the  company  has  much  to 
fear  from  such  lines,  at  the  same  lime  it  is 
entitled  to  a  candid  consideration  of  its 
objection. 


RIOTING  IN  PERNAMBUCO, 
In  Pernambuco  mi  llie  91I1  iust,  a  meeting, 
attended,  it  is  Mud,  by  3,0110  ]>ersons,  was  held  al 
ilit;  market  to  protest  agaiusl  the  new  municipal 
laxes.  A  deputation  from  this  meeting  called  on 
llie  governor  who  received  it  favorably  ami  made 
.1  speech  from  the  window  of  his  house  to  die  crowd 
assembled  lit  the  street,  asking  the  people  to  res- 
pect the  nulhorilies  and  retrain  from  disorderly 
demonstrations  and  promising  to  defend  iheit 
rights. 

Laler  in  llie  day  (lie  prefect  of  the  cily  went  lo 
llie  market  with  some  of  his  friends  to  inquire  into 
llie  matter  and  after  some  parleying  with  the  mal- 
contents, was  hissed  and  stoned.  He  and  several 
of  his  friends  were  wounded.     Several  houses  were 

Friends  ,-f  the  prefect  then  called  on  the  gover- 
nor and  on  ilie  questor  of  the  police  and  asked 
them  to  quell  the  riotous  demonstrations.  Not 
satisfied  with  the  action  of  these  two  authorities, 
they  then  called  on  Gen.  Roberto  Feneira,  com- 
mander of  the  military  district,  and  asked  him  lo 
depose  the  governor. 

In  the  meantime  the  general  had  sent  ft  detach- 
ment of  infantry  to  the  scene  of  conflict.  Fighting 
ensued  and  llie  troops  fired  with  blank  cartridges, 
it  is  said,  for  the  purpose  o(  intimidating  the  mob, 
which  was  armed  with  clubs,  lialchels  and  slones. 
An  aide-de-camp  of  the  general  was  wounded, 
according  lo  one  account,  by  a  slonc  thrown  by  one 
of  the  rioters,  and  according  lo  another  by  a  (all 
from  his  horse. 

The  mob  demanded  the  dissolution  of  the  muni- 
cipal council. 

During  llie  disturbances  the  business  houses 
in  the  vicinity  closed  their  doors, 

On  the  10th  the  governor  ordered  the  suspension 
of  the  collection  of  the  objectionable  taxes,  hut  the 
municipal  government  refused  lo  respect  the  order 
and  instructed  ils  agents  lo  continue  to  collect  the 
taxes.  The  governor,  it  is  said,  sent  a  police  force 
to  the  market  lo  protect  the  persons  who  refused  to 
pay.  Deputy  Jose  Mariano  received  a  telegram 
from  Pertiambuco  on  the  loth  saying  that  the  depo- 
sition of  the  governor  is  certain,  On  the  iilh  Gen. 
Roberto  Ferreira  telegraphed  to  Vice- President 
Floriano  Peixoto,  slating  that  the  federal  troops 
maintain  strict  neutrality  and  will  only  interfere  al 
the  request  of  the  legal  authorities.  This  telegram 
appears  to  be  in  answer  lo  one  which  is  said  to  have 
been  sent  lit  111  by  Gen.  Floriano,  instructing  him 
not  to  depose  the  governor. 


AN  INTERESTING  PROJECT, 
We  clip  the  following  outline  of  an  interesting 
project  for  a  life-saving  and  salvage  service  on  this 
coast  from  the  Uruguay  Nexus  of  the  31st  ult.  We 
do  not  know  the  conditions  and  subsidy  required, 
but  as  the  project  is  designed  lo  render  assistance  to 
distressed  vessels  on  a  very  stormy  coast,  it  is 
certainly  worthy  of  thoughtful  consideration. 

"Don  Juan  L.  Vucassovich  has  presented 
simultaneously  to  the  Oriental,  Argentine  and 
Brazilian  governments  a  scheme  in  which  he  offers 
to  undertake  the  services  of  life-saving  of  crews  and 
salvage  of  wrecks  on  these  coasts  on  certain  condi- 
tions including  a  subvention. 

The  following  are  the  chief  points  in  this  scheme 
for  the  foundation  of  what  may  be  termed  an 
International  Salvage  Company,  which  is  to  operate 
from  Santa  Catalina  lo  Buenos  Aires.  Three 
steamers  as  a  minimum  arc  to  be  constructed 
especially  adapted  for  salvage  purposes  with  all 
modern  advances  in  this  line.  They  will  carry 
life-boats,  pumps  of  great  power,  cables  for  life- 
saving  and  cannon  to  fire  same.  They  are  to  be 
of  a  speed  of  at  least  20  miles.  A  small  life-saving 
steamer  is  also  to  be  constructed  specially  fitted  up 
with  life  bells  with  and  without  light,  day  and  night 
signals,  cannon  to  throw  cables,  boats,  etc.  Two 
of  the  steamers  referred  to  are  to  be  continually 
journeying  between  Buenos  Aires  and  Santa  Catalina 
the  extreme  points  of  their  beat,  and  will  call  at 
Montevideo  and  Maldonado  and  carry  passengers 
and  cargo,  and  will  keep  the  lighthouses  supplied 
with  food,  etc.  The  other  steamer  will  be 
permanently  stationed  at  Maldonado  and  with  fires 
always  ready  to  answer  any  call  for  help  transmitted 
by  telegraph  or  otherwise.  When  a  storm  comes 
on  she  will  leave  the  port  to  look  out  lor  vessels  in 
distress  and  to  render  them  assistance.  The  small 
life-saving  steamer  is  to  be  stationed  near  the 
English  bank  to  be  ready  to  help  in  lime  of  need. 
The  company  will  also  have  two  large  lighters  at 
Maldonado,  for  salvage  as  well  as  a  pontoon  depot 
for  coal,  etc.  General  life  saving  service  to  bo 
gratuitous  and  the  charges  of  thai  effected  on 
vessels  and  cargoes  to  be  decided  by  arbitrators. 
Help  to  either  of  the  three  governments  gratis,  but 
a  subvention  is  asked  for."

It  does  not  appear  that  the  believers  in  reci- 
procity on  the  protectionist  basis  have  much  reason 
for  congratulation  in  the  above  figures.  The  total 
increase  in  the  imports  of  merchandise  from  the 
countries  mentioned  was  $51,555,575;  the  total 
increase  in  the  exports  to  those  countries  was  only 
$5,935,894.  According  to  the  theory  that  only  by 
exports  can  a  country  become  rich— the  protec- 
tionist theory— this  showing  is  extremely  unsatis- 
factory, as  we  have  been  compelled  to  purchase 
over  $50,000,000  worth  of  goods  in  order  to  ex- 
pand our  exports  to  the  extent  of  barely  $6,0110,000. 
Worse  still,  the  exports  to  Sanlo  Domingo  for  nine 
months,  to  Salvador  for  four  mouths  and  liiilish 
Guiana  for  two  months  show  a  decline  compared 
with  those  for  llie  same  periods  in  1891.

There  is  one 
poinL  which  il  is  necessary  lo  make  clear  in  order 
that  it  may  not  be  believed  lliat  the  government 
wishes  to  introduce  a  new  clause  into  the  contract, 
or  thai  il  has  proceeded  incorrectly  by  agitating  an 
inopportune  question. 

Being  certain  and  assured  lliat  the  English  com- 
pany was  in  belter  conditions  than  any  oilier  lo 
promptly  meet  the  crisis  of  transportation  in  Santos, 
I  endeavored  to  come  lo  an  arrangement  with  il  in 
llie  first  place.  For  this  purpose  1  conferred  with 
Mr.  Speers  and  1  made  all  possible  concessions; 
such  as  extending  for  twenty  years  longer  llie 
period  olenwupafiw  (the  hiking  over  the  properly 
by  the  government),  confirming  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  which  the  company  was  enjoying;  2nd, 
I  authorised  the  construction  of  the  duplicate  line, 
in  giving  all  necessary  lime  for  surveys  and  con. 
slruetion  ;  3rd,  I  ordered  that  the  capital  account 
be  charged  with  all  realized  expenses  through  the 
new  works,  also  all  expenses  realized  through  the 
new  stores,  stations,  electric  liglit  apparatus,  etc., 
from  January,  1892,  lo  dale.  As  an  only  compen- 
sation and  to  keep  myself  within  the  authorization 
conferred  by  Congress,  and  copying  ipsis  verbis 
clause  2  of  its  privilege,  I  explained  tins  by  the 
following:  '  It  will  be  understood  that  the  cily  and 
port  ol  Sanlos  are  not  a  privileged  zone  of  the 
English  company  and  that  it  can  only  slop  the  con- 
struction oflines  which  may  have  ihe  same  direc- 
tion as  its  own—that  is  to  say,  from  y  1110s  lo  Sao 
Paulo  unci  Sao  Paulo  10  Jundialiy.'  1  made  il  such 
concessions,  so  thai  nothing  could  be  said  as  to  the 
pretension  of  the  English  company  of  having  lite 
power  to  prevent,  as  it  claimed,  any  construction 
from  Santos  lo  the  interior,  because  Mr.  Speers 
lold  me  thai  llie  capital  question  for  them  was  that 
of  roads  which  had  the  same  direction,  lor  they  did 
not  consider  Santos  a  privileged  /one,  which,  never- 
Iheless,  as  known  by  everyone  who  has  studied  this 
question,  has  always  been  a  claim  of  llie  company, 
a  claim  energetically  contested  by  the  government. 
On  this  point  there  are  documents  in  the  archives 
of  Ihe  department  of  agriculture.

Willi  such  ample  [avors  conceded  lo  Ihis  company, 
which  in  past  limes  the  govern  men  I  of  Dvnr.W  itself 
has  already  saved  from  ruin,  what  compensation  is 
made  llie  state  ?  For,  in  view  of  the  great  com- 
mercial development  of  Santos,  in  view  of  the

Legislative  Notes 


August  6.— Senate, — Senator  Snldnnlm  Mut'inlin 
congratulated  the  country  (in  the  promulgation  of 
the  amnesty  act.  Me  thinks  that  now  Urnxil  will 
cuter  into  a  phase  of  teal  republicanism.  The 
government  will  hereafter  respect  the  rights  ol 
citizens,  llinsi  who  have  been  persecuted  are  too 
patriotic  to  disturb  the  general  harmony,  and  ex- 
ceulional  mca-ltres  will  no  longer  be  required.— 
Chamber  of  Deputies.-—  Deputy  Demetrio  Kibeiro 
spoke  on  affaii.s  in  Kio  Grande  da  Sill  and  expressed 
hi*  willingness  to  authorize  the  telegraph  bureau 
to  publish  the  telegrams  sent  by  him  and  Ids 
friends,  provided  the  government  will  permit  the 
publication  of  all  of  Us  telegrams  to  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul.  Col.  Tltomaz  Flore*  spoke  on  the  same 
subject,  asserting  that  both  he  and  Julio  de  Cas. 
tillios  had  always  been  opposed  to  Gen.  Deodoro's 
couptT  e"tat,  ami  thai  he  was  to  command  one  of 
the  columns  that  was  to  be  sent  lo  Rio  de  Janeiro 
for  overthrowing  the  dictatorship, 

August  8.—  Senate. — Senator  Pinheiro  Guedes 
Complained  of  the  harsh  Irealmeiit  he  had  received 
from  the  government.  Without  cause  lie  had  been 
arretted  and  had  been  incarcerated,  without  trial,  in 
oueoflbe  foils  io  this  harbor.  He  was  willing, 
however,  to  forget  his  personal  wrongs,  but  lie 
could  not  refrain  from  expressing  bis  feelings  in 
regard  to  the  deplorable  state  of  his  country.  The 
republic,  he  aa1*',  is  a  monster  unfit  to  exist.

Senator  Ubaldiuo  do 
Amoral  said  lhat  he  also  is  in  favor  of  the  bill,  hut 
thinks  that  in  some  respects  it  should  be  modified, 
especially  in  the  part  relaling  to  expenditure, 
which  ought  to  be  reduced.— -Chamber  of  Deputies. 
A  .message  was  received  from  the  President  recom- 
mending legislation  altering  the  present  system  of 
assisting  me  construction  ol  railways. 

August  9. — Senate.—  Senator  Uangel  Pestana 
in  a  speech  on  a  pension  bill  called  attention  to  the 
fact  lhat  the  country  already  spends  with  pensions 
over  7,000,000$  per  annum.  lie  thinks  that,  in 
view  ol  the  financial  state  {if  the  country,  it  is  time 
to  restrain  the  liberality  with  which  such  favors 
have  been  granted.  The  bill  for  reorganizing  the 
police  service  of  the  federal  district  was  voted  in 
2nd  discussion,  all  amendments  being  either  with- 
drawn or  1  ejected.  Senator  Luiz  Delphian  spoke 
against  the  Chinese  immigration  lull,  lie  thinks 
llie  Chinese  are  good  laborers,  but  does  not  con- 
sider this  a  sufficient  compensation  for  objection  to 
them  on  other  grounds.  —  Chamber  of  Deputies. — 
The  substitute  bill  of  Deputy  Leovigildo  Filitueiras 
on  mania!  law  was  rejected  tiy  a  vole  of  56  to  54, 
ami  the  bill  from  llie  Senate  by  a  vote  of  56  to  55, 
Deputy  Retumba  spoke  on  llie  wreck  of  llie  Soil- 
si/Ses,  which  he  attributes  lo  the   incapacity  of   the 

August  10,—  Senate.— Senator  Saldanha  Marl 
nlio  introduced  a  bill  providing  that  the  properly 
ol  the  Benedictine  monks  shall  revert  to  the 
government.  The  bill  also  extinguishes  Ihe  civil 
existence  of  all  religious  orders,  prohibits  the  wear- 
ing of  ecclesiaslical  attire  in  any  place  except  the 
churches,  and  provides  lor  the  election  of  bishops, 
in  conlormily  with  ancient  canonical  usage,  by  their 
respective  Hocks,  The  bill  reorganizing  the  police 
service  of  the  lederai  district  was  voted  in  3rd  dis- 
cussion, all  amendments  being  rejected.  The 
army  bill  was  voted  in  3rd  discussion  with  an 
amendment  pioviding  that  the  bounty  lo  volunteers 
who  enlist  in  the  army  shall  be  paid  in  two  instal- 
ments of  114^125  each,  the  first  when  the  soldier 
shall  have  completed  half  of  his  term  of  service  and 
ihe  second  at  the  and  ol  that  term.  Senator 
Aristides  Lobo  spoke  ngninsl  the  bill  on  Chinese 
immigration.  He  considers  the  Chinese  laborer 
inferior  to  both  the  European  and  the  African, 
and  he  thinks  lliaL  il  the  Chinese  are  introduced  into 
Brazil,  they  will  prove  lo  be  a  social  scourge  and 
a  curse  to  the  country.— Chamber  of  Deputies.— 
In  the  discussion  of  the  lull  authorising  the  gnv- 
ernmenl  to  charier  an  elevated  railway  between 
Largo  deS.  Francisco  de  Paula  and  Sapopemha 
the  following  scene  occurred :— Jose  Mariano: 
"  I  have  discussed  this  bill,  and  [  am  now  going  to 
prove  thai  it  is  scandalous.''  Bevilnqun :  "In 
scandals  Vour  Excellency's  competence  is  un- 
doubted." Jose  Mariano;  "I  defy  Y.  E.  to  point 
lo  a  single  scandal  committed  by  me.

In  a  short  while  the  uproar  became  so  great  that 
the  president  exclaimed  :  "  It  is  impossible  lo 
maintain  order.  I  suspend  the  silting."  When 
the  sitting  was  resumed,  explanations  ensued,  and 
Deputy  joao  de  Siqueira  declared  that  this  was  the 
fourth  lime  he  had  been  attacked  by  Deputy  Bevi- 
laqua.

Afler  llie  exchange  of 
several  retorts,  Deputy  Jose  Mariano  said  that 
Deputy  Bevilaqua  should  be  kept  in  a  glass  case, 
Deputy  Bevilaqua  ;  "  And  Y.  E.  should  not  be  in 
this  house."  Deputy  Jose1  Mariano:  "That  is 
true;  in  a  bouse  that  contains  a  Bevilaqua  I  am 
really  out  of  place."  Deputy  Bevilaqua:  "Y,  E. 
is  well  known."  Deputy  Jose  Mariano  said  he 
courted  an  investigation  lioili  of  his  public  and  his 
private  life,  and  Deputy  Bevilaqua  said  he  desired 
lo  place  upon  record  that  he  had  been  attacked 
without  provocation. 

August  i  1.— Senate.—  Senator  Joao  Neiva, 
after  giving  an  account  of  his  arrest  and  incarcer- 
ation, said  that  he  bore  no  malice  towards  anyone, 
was  willing  to  forget  all  his  wrongs  in  a  fraternal 
embrace  and  labor  for  his  country's  prosperity. 
Chamber  of  Deputies. —The  Chamber  voted  in  3rd 


discussion  the  budget  of  ihe  department  of  foreign 
affairs.  The  amendment  abolishing  the  legation  at 
tlie  Vatican  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  63  to  53, 
The  navy  bill  was  referred  10  the  committee  on  the 
army  and  navy.  The  bill  filtering  the  financial 
j-vsiem  of  the  country  was  veiled  In  3rd  discussion. 
Deputy  Pereira  tie  Lyra  declared  that  Ids  party  in 
i'crnainbilco  has  mi  intention  of  deposing  the 
governor,  and  that  ihe  ledeml  government  willlnke 
steps  10  prevent  the  spread  of  anarchy  in  that 
slate. 

August  12,—  Senate.—  The  billon  Chinese  im- 
migration was  voted  in  3rd  discussion, — Chamber 
of  Deputies. — Deputy  Bdlarmino  de  Mendonca,  111 
a  speech  on  the  lull  on  promotions  ill  the  -mny, 
said  lhat  it  has  often  been  said,  in  defence  of  the 
nets  of  llie  provisional  government,  thai,  being  of 
1  evolutional  y  orgin,  it  hail  a  right  to  do  whatever 
it  pleased,  lie  contested  thai  proposition.  It  had 
ihe  right  to  destroy  only  what  was  Incompatible 
with  tlie  principles  in  whose  nameit  had  triumphed, 
Its  wholesale  destruction  of  laws  and  institutions 
that  represented  so  many  conquests  of  freedom  and 
civilization,  achieved  after  long  ami  laborious  effort, 
is  altogether  unwarranted  ami  unjustifiable.  Tlie 
bill  granting  exemption  from  duly  lor  150  wooden 
houses  imported  by  llie  Coinpanhia  S,  Lazaro  was 
rejected.  The  Chamber  decided  to  accept  the 
resignation  tendered  by  Deputy  Lauro  Sodre"  on 
lime  121I1,  1891,  The  deficiency  Appropriation  of 
5,75*1,347$534  for  the  Central  railway  was  voted  in 
and  discussion,  ami  ihe  special  appropriation  of 
250,000$  for  a  house  for  the  jury  in  3rd  discussion. 
The  Chamber  volcd  in  2nd  discussion  an  appro- 
prlalion  of  18,000$  for  the  payment  of  professors 
of  tlie  Gymnasio  Nacional  ami  one  ol  25,000$  for 
ihe  removal  of  the  museum,  and  refused  to  grant 
ihe  appropriations,  for  which  the  government  had 
asked,  of  540,000$  for  quadrupling  the  telegraph 
line  between  V'iseu  anil  Jaguarao  and  730,000$  for 
constructing  a  line  between  Uheraba  and  Cuyaba, 
The  bill  for  the  conversion  ol  the  4%  gold  hoods 
was  voted  in  2nd  discussion.  The  Chamber  con- 
curred in  ihe  amendment  of  the  Senate  to  the  bill 
regulating  Ihe  competence  of  llie  states  and  of  the 
federal  government  in  the  question  ol  internal  im- 
provements. Deputy  Lamounier  Godofredo 
presented  a  petition  signed  by  276  employes  of  the 
Central  railway  asking  lor  an  increase  of  50%  in 
llieir  salaries.  Deputy  Marlinho  Rodrigues  moved 
lo  inquire  of  the  government  whether  llie  law  of 
Sept.  10th,  1S9I,  granting  amnesty  to  the  Para 
revolutionists,  is  in  force,  and,  if  so,  why  Ihe  cadet 
Francisco  Jose*  Pereita  Pitch eco  Filho  is  slill  suffer- 
ing the  penalty  of  30  years'  imprisonment  to  which 
he  was  condemned,  The  committee  on  finance 
reported  against  the  proposal  of  Capt.  Collal'no 
Marques  de  Souza  to  establish  a  line  of  steamers 
with  the  exclusive  privilege  of  carrying  Chinese 
and  Japanese  immigrants. 


Provincial  Notes 


—Discord  has  appeared  in  the  republican  ranks 
in  Maranhao, 

—The  new  constitution  of  Amazonas  adopts  tlie 
principle  of  public  voting. 

—In  the  month  of  June  there  were  registered  in 
the  city  of  Para  157  births  and  206  deaths. 

— It  is  reported  that  the  town  of  Andarahy, 
Bahia,  is  threatened  by  a  parly  of  bandits  who 
propose  to  sack  the  place. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  issued  instruc- 
tions for  the  execution  of  surveys  for  the  improve- 
ment of  tlie  port  of  S.  Sebastiao, 

— The  Sao  Paulo  state  legislature  is  discussing 
a  bill  for  ihe  organization  of  a  civilian  police  force. 
It  is  a  timely  subject  for  discussion. 

— Ex-Governor  Francisco  Portella  has  had  a 
triumph  in  Campos,  where  he  returned  soon 
after  having  lieen  released  from  Fort  S,  Joao, 

— In  Casa  Branca  grocers  are  asking  4^000  per 
io  litres  oifarinha  de  mandioea,  lt  ought  to  pay 
someone  to  raise  a  little  mandioea  at  that  price. 

—  The  proprietor  of  the  Erho  do  Sul,  of  Rio 
Grande,  telegraphed  to  the  press  in  this  city  on 
the  lath  that  his  office  was  threatened  with  an 
attack . 

—The  S.  Paulo  state  government  has  been 
authorized  to  expend  200,000$  on  cremation  fur- 
naces in  the  cities  of  S.  Paulo,  Santos  and 
Campinas. 

— The  preparations  for  the  senatorial  elections 
in  the  slate  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  are  already  exciting 
protests.  The  opposition  complain  that  they  are 
to  be  defeated  by  chicanery. 

—The  emigration  of  Italian  laborers  is  still 
going  on,  and  the  planters  are  beginning  to  fear 
lhat  there  will  be  a  labor  crisis.  The  emigrants 
complain  of  the  costs  of  living  and  unjust 
treatment. 

—The  Pirapora  religious  festival,  near  S.  Paulo, 
was  attended  this  year  by  about  25,000  people.  In 
one  day  the  police  captured  20  well-known  thieves, 
who  were  also  on  the  ground— but  not  for  the 
purposes  of  devotion. 

— Someone  has  opened  a  dynamite  campaign  at 
Cacliocira  de  ltapemirim,  Kspirilo  Santo,  against  a 
lawyer  named  Vasco  Cabral.  Three  bombs  have 
already  been  thrown  into  his  grounds,  but  no 
damage  has  resulted. 

— At  Serra  Negra,  S.  Paulo,  there  was  a  fight 
on  the  Stli  inst.  between  policemen  and  citizens. 
The  police  is  said  to  have  been  pretty  roughly 
handled,  A  police  detachment  was  at  once  sent 
there,  and  now  everything  is  serene. 

— It  is  said  that  the  opposition  proposes  to  contes. 
the  approaching  municipal  elections  in  S.  Patriot 
We  are  glad  to  hear  it  !  It  is  worse  than  foolish 
for  citizens  to  refrain  from  voting  because  they  fear 
they  cannot  win  the  election, 

— The  Victoria  municipal  council  got  into  a  con- 
troversy with  the  acting  governor  a  few  days  ago 
and  then  sent  in  ks  resignation.  After  a  few  con- 
ferences, cordiality  was  restored  and  the  offended 
aldermen  withdrew  their  resignation. 


— The  people  of  S.  Paulo  have  arranged  for  a 
visit  this  year  from  Ferrari's  opera  company. 
There  are  to  be  15  representations,  commencing 
about  September  2oth, 

— Yesterday  there  was  a  solemn  procession  oyer 
in  Nictheroy  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  a  crucifix 
to  the  jury-room  which  was  removed  some  time 
ago,  It  looks  very  much  as  though  the  religious 
freedom  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  is  to  be  a 
dead  letter. 

—A  S.  Paulo  merchant  recently  withdrew  from 
the  Santos  custom-house  a  case  that  should  have 
contained  12  bottles  of  brandy.  On  opening  it, 
however,  after  it  reached  S,  Paulo,  he  found  J 
bottles  of  brandy,  4  empty  bottles  and  I  full  ol 
water  and  cockroaches. 

—Another  attempt  to  get  rid  of  the  foreigner  is 
reported  from  Cannaveiras,  Bahia.  A  telegram 
says  that  an  attempt  to  kill  the  Frenchman  Julio 
Silvano  had  been  made,  and  that  the  guilty  parties 
had  lieen  captured,  but  not  before  wounding 
several  of  their  captors. 

— Fresh  beef  is  selling  at  I  $500  a  kilo  in  Santos. 
We  can  see  no  reason,  why  it  should  not  go  up  to 
3$ooo,  if  the  present  situation  continues.  When 
the  whole  country  settles  down  to  a  little  honest 
woik,  and  the  demagogue  is  put  under  restraint, 
then  we  may  hope  for  better  things. 

— The  Victoria  customs  authorities  are  after  the 
Coinpanhia  de  Navegacao  Lspirito  Santense  for 
landing  merchandise,  brought  out  from  England 
on  the  new  steamer  Pelotas,  without  entering  it  at 
the  custom-house.  The  company  protests  against 
even  so  much  as  an  insinuation  of  that  character. 

-  The  Sao  Paulo  municipal  authorities  are  selling 
food  products  at  their  storehouses  at  the  following 
rates:  rice  4.40  reis  per  litre;  brown  beans  380 
reis ;  black  beans  220  reis;  potatoes  300  reis; 
farinha  de  mandioea  100  reis ;  ditto  Rio  Grande 
160  reis ;  jerked  beef  (Rio  Grande)  640  reis  per 
kilo  ;  lard  l$ioo  per  kilo. 

— The  withdrawal  of  arms  and  munitions  from 
the  arsenal  at  Porto  Alegre  during  the  recent  con- 
flict, is  now  being  discussed  by  llie  press  in  that 
city.  It  is  a  question  which  General  Vasques 
should  be  required  to  explain.  While  pretending 
neutrality,  he  appears  to  have  supplied  the  Cas- 
tilhos  party  with  arms. 

—An  alarming  report  comes  from  Porto  Alegre. 
Food  products  have  gone  up  rapidly  in  price  and 
fresh  beef  is  now  selling  at  four  hundred  reis  per 
kilo.  Think  of  it,  400  reis  a  kilo!  What  would 
the  good  people  up  in  this  part  of  Brazil,  who  are 
paying  1  $000  to  i$5oo  the  kilo,  think  if  they  were 
no  more  unfortunate  than  the  residents  of  Porto 
Alegre  ? 

— Two  post-office  employe's  were  attacked  by 
three  footpads  in  Sao  Paulo  on  llie  night  of  the  8th 
inst.  and  one  of  them  was  robbed  of  i$ooo — all  the 
money  he  had— while  the  other  suffered  no  loss, 
because  he  bad  nothing.  Another  assault  followed 
near  by,  shots  and  cries  having  been  heard,  but  no 
report  was  made  to  the  police.  It  is  said  that  the 
police  are  conspicuous,  on  all  these  occasions  by 
their  absence. 

—Dr.  Arthur  Pradp,  president  of  the  Sociedade 
Promotora  de  Immigracao,  telegraphs  from  S. 
Paulo  to  the  Rio  press,  contradicting  the  report  of 
the  withdrawal  of  colonists  from  the  plantations. 
What  has  really  occurred,  ho  says,  is  a  change 
from  some  plantations  to  others.  The  colonists,  he 
asserts,  are  well  paid  and  are  perfectly  satisfied. 
He  does  not  explain  why  the  steamers  are  going 
away  crowded  with  theirs. 

—The  I'ernambuco  state  executive  issued  a 
decree  on  the  loth  suspending  the  municipal 
budget  for  the  current  year,  which  was  the  prime 
cause  of  the  recent  riots  there.  The  governor 
declares  the  budget  of  i&ji  in  force.  The  prefect 
of  the  city,  however,  refuses  to  recognize  the  auth- 
ority of  the  governor,  and  insists  on  enforcing  the 
new  budget  with  its  obnoxious  taxes.  The  gov- 
ernor uses  the  police  to  prevent  the  enforcement 
of  the  taxes,  while  the  prefect  employs  special 
agents  to  enforce  them.  The  conflict  of  authority 
is  not  only  discreditable,  but  it  is  seriously  injur- 
ing business. 

—Deputy  Jose  Mariano  received  the  following 
telegram  from  Pernambuco  on  the  10th,  at  4.30 
p.m.:  "  I  consider  deposition  certain,  perhaps  to- 
day even.  Garrison  divided.  Pedro  Alex  and  rino, 
enemy  of  the  governor,  has  mittraileuses  at  his 
disposition  ;  Serra  Martins,  commander  of  the  14th 
battalion,  and  General  Roberto  are  openly  inciting 
the  movement,  saying  that  Floriano  will  accept 
ihe  consummated  fact.  Barbosa  (governor)  is 
disposed  to  resist  in  order  to  maintain  his  authority. 
A  frightful  butchery  is  imminent."  It  will  be 
remembered  that  we  prophesied  that  General 
Roberto  Ferreira  would  not  be  long  in  I'ernam- 
buco before  he  would  have  a  revolution  on  foot  to 
depose  the  governor,  These  military  politicians 
arc  the  worst  enemies  Brazil  can  have.  On  the 
following  day,  Gen.  Roberto  Ferreira  telegraphed, 
evidently  in  reply  to  an  official  inquiry,  that  his 
forces  were  remaining  neutral  and  would  not  in- 
terfere until  called  upon  to  maintain  order.

Their 
destruction  of  public  property   shows  bow   much 
they  deserve  it. 

—The  Associ^'.;ao  Commercial  of  Santos  has  sent 
a  telegram  to  the  minister  of  agriculture,  thanking 
him  for  the  permission  eranted  to  ihe  Mogyana 
company  to  extend  its  road  to  that  port. 

—The  police  force  sent  from  Santa  Cntltnnim  to 
repress  a  strike  on  the  Tbereza  Christina  line,  has 
returned  and  reports  everything  serene.  The  dis- 
turbance was  settled  without  the  use  of  carbines. 

— The  director  of  the  Central  railway,  accom- 
panied by  several  employe's,  called  at  Itamaraty 
nalace  nn  the  9th  inst.  and  presented  to  the  Vice- 
President  a  photograph  of  the  new  locomotive 
Floriano  Peixolo. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  instructed  the 
director  of  the  Central  railway  to  expedite  the  dis- 
patch of  flour  un  country  as  much  as  possible, 
because  of  its  perishable  nature  and  as  a  means  of 
cheapening  bread. 

— A  trial  of  the  new  electric  cars,  overhead  wire 
system,  on  the  Praia  Flnmengo  section  of  the 
Botanical  Garden  tramway  line,  took  place  on  the 
izth  and  resulted  successfully,  A  hit*h  rate  of 
speed  was  attained  and  the  car  obeyed  the  lever 
perfectly.

— The  Railway  Age  gives  a  summary  of  ihe 
railway  construction  in  the  United  States  during 
the  first  six  months  of  1892.  Its  returns  show  that 
1,366  miles  of  new  main  track  have  been  laid  in 
the  period  named,  distributed  among  115  lines  in 
35  of  the  states  and  territories.  Last  year  at  this 
lime,  1,728  miles  of  track  had  been  laid,  and  yet 
the  entire  year  of  1S91  showed  the  smallest  aggre- 
gate of  tracklaying  since  1885. 

—The  decree  authorizing  the  Mogyana  to  extend 
its  lines  to  Santos  requires  that  company  to  observe 
all  the  "zone"  concessions  granted  to  other  com- 
panies, to  conclude  the  extension  and  inaugurate 
traffic  within  four  years,  to  submit  the  surveys, 
tariffs,  etc.,  to  the  approval  of  the  government,  to 
lay  a  double  track,  not  to  exceed  the  tariffs  on  the 
other  lines  to  Santos,  and  to  reduce  tariffs  when  its 
dividends  exceed  12  per  cent.  The  government 
can  expropriate  the  line  after  a  period  of  20  years. 
The  road  must  also  pay  2;,ono$  a  year  for  the 
support  of  government  fiscatisation.

On  Sunday  afternoon,  about  4  o'clock,  a  large 
party  of  insubordinate  soldiers  of  the  2nd  artillery, 
about  50  in  number,  appeared  in  the  Praia  For- 
mosa and  Sacco  de  Alferes  district  of  this  city  and. 
began  an  indiscriminate  attack  on  the  people,  both 
in  the  street  and  in  their  houses.  The  men  were 
in  uniform  and  were  armed  wiih  sword  bayonets, 
knives,  pistols,  etc.  They  not  only  attacked  the 
police  and  people  encountered  on  the  street,  but 
they  also  attacked  passing  train  cars,  cutting  and 
beating  the  passengers  and  robbing  them  of  their 
money  and  valuables.  There  were  only  four 
policemen  in  the  district,  one  of  which  was  killed 
and  the  other  three  were  wounded,  one  of  them 
gravely.  A  large  number  of  civilians  were 
wounded  more  or  less  severely,  but  the  number  is 
not  known  as  they  disappeared  from  the  scene  as 
quickly  as  possible.  As  soon  as  news  of  the  dis- 
order reached  Ihe  central  police  station,  ,i  force  of 
police  was  sent  to  the  place,  but  the  disorderly 
soldiers  had  already  disappeared.  The  cause  of 
the  raid  is  not  known,  nor  is  it  explained  why  the 
police  sub-delegado  did  not  call  for  help  when  the1 
disorders  first  began.  ;
